—It may soon be ch eap er for 
y ou to get tar and nicotine into 
y our lungs and p erh ap s less of 
th e stuff will be in each cigaret.

Th e oth er p rocess is p uffing, 
in w'h ich p articles of tobacco 
are ex p loded or sh ot from a 
gun and ex p anded from 40 to 
50 p er cent in v olume.

Is 
tho ug ht to hav e the best pro s­ 
pect o f beco ming an o perating 
practice because it is cheaper. 
In either case the co st o f 
to bacco per cig aret 
sho uld be 
materially less. 
If p uffed tobacco is used, less 
raw tobacco would actually be 
in each cigaret, th us reducing 
th e amount of tar and nicotine 
in each fag.

with 
attitudes 
ranging from ap p reh ension to 
outrigh t alarm. 
With do mestic to bacco pro ­ 
ductio n decreasing each y ear, 
and the pro spect o f cig aret 
manufacturers requiring up to 
50 per cent less to bacco leaf, 
g ro wers may well be co n­ 
cerned.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen­ 
ate Democratic Leader Mike 
Mansfield said today h e will 
v ote reluctantly against a p ro­ 
p osal to end th e income tax sur­ 
ch arge at th e end of th is y ear. 
A 5 p er cent surch arge contin­ 
uing until nex t .June 30 is includ­ 
ed in th e p ending tax reform 
bill, h ut Sen. Harry F. By rd Jr., 
D-Va., offered an amendment to 
killed th e ex tension*. 
Mansfield said h e h op ed to ob­ 
tain a v ote on By rd’s p rop osal 
by mid-aftemon and th en p ro­ 
ceed with oth er amendments. 
Th e Democratic leader said 
h e did not 
like th e surtax be­ 
cause lie regarded it as a war 
tax wh ich sh ould h e disp ensed 
with as soon as p ossible. 
On th e oth er h and, h e said, 
th ere h as been a sort of under­ 
standing th at a six -month s ex ­ 
tension, at th e reduced 5 p er 
cent rale, would be included in 
th e big tax reform-tax relief 
p ackage. 
Sen. Robert P. Griffin, R- 
Mich ., th e 
acting Rep ublican 
leader, said h e also wrould v ote 
against th e By rd amendment .

“ Democratic 
administrations ] 
with Democratic congressional 
majorities did noth ing about re­ 
forms ex cep t to p oint th em all 
up after Nix on h ad been elect­ 
ed.”

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Agnew Spurs Criticism 


It would be useful if the day -in, day - 
out performance of telev ision and at 
least some newspapers could be judged 
ap art from the fact that criticisms of the 
med ia hav e been raised by Vice Pres­ 
id ent Spiro Agnew. 
Th e v ice president has some v ery 
.sp ecific personal reasons for rising to the 
attack, most of them dealing with what 
h e regards as injustices v isited upon him 
by the news media during the 1968 cam­ 
paign. 
Inso far as President Nix on can be 
linked tigh tly to Agnew’s assault on the 
med ia, h e, of course, has his own rea­ 
sons. too. So me relate to presentation of 
th e Vietnam issu e, others are more an­ 
cient. 
But no politically sensitiv e public fi­ 
gu re I hav e talked to since the first of 
Agnew’s two speeches on the media 
doubts that he is w’inning wide public 
response across the nation. He has touch­ 
ed a delicate nerv e, though with a kind 
of crude hammer blow. 
Unhappily , this blunt-instrument ap­ 
proach misses some real nerv e points. 
Probably ev ery one has ex amples of his 
own. and just a handful will be suggested 
here to indicate that neither press nor 
telev ision should av oid constant self-ex ­ 
amination to diminish the suspicions 
Agnew is successfully cultiv ating. 
The New York Times has just replied 
haughtily , with specific documentation, 
to charges by the v ice president that it 
ignored a recent story fav orably to Nix on 
on Vietnam. 
But does the Times understand in 
what diminished regard its Washington 
and some other cov erage is v iewed by a 
considerable body of seasoned profes­ 
sional newsmen in this capital and else­ 
where? 
One highly competent reporter who 
wrote a major book on part of last y ear’s 
campaign said he found the Times, which 
prides itself on being the “ newspaper of 
record,” almost useless as a fundamen­ 
tal backup source of information. He had 
to search out other sources. 
Another chronicler of the campaign 
made similar complaint, bemoaning the 
limited v iew of ev ents he got from the 
Times news pages — not its editorials. 


There are foreign affairs correspon­ 
dents of unquestioned quality here who 
regard much of the New York Times 
Washington cov erage of foreign issues as 
weak and insufficiently probing. More 
than a few see it also as clearly biased 
in this field. 


The Times is lar from being the only 
target from within the professional news 
corps. A prominent magazine last y ear 
engaged in a widely publicized series of 
surv ey s. In one such report, fairly late in 
the preconv ention campaign, it referred 
back to an earlier period. It did not hav e 
the courage to cite its own earlier, gross­ 
ly erroneous calculations. It simply re­ 
ferred to surv ey s made by other sources. 


Publications of the high order here 
mentioned, and the major telev ision net­ 
works, are singled out because of their 
impact both upon the general public and 
upon key decisionmakers in this coun­ 
try . 
Agnew’s assaults probably missed the 
heart of telev ision’s problems. Commen­ 
tators are understood to be analy sts, giv ­ 
ing opinions. The larger point is that im­ 
balance creeps into telev ision's supposed­ 
ly well-organized news cov erage. 


Perfectly honest network “ anchor­ 
men” hav e been heard in recent weeks 
reading “ reports” of new United States 
Vietnam casualties which say they hav e 
now equaled or passed those of World 
War I (in the range of 300,000). 


Such a comparison requires careful 
perspectiv e. World War I was a bloody 
holocaust of unex ampled nature. Refer­ 
ence to it calls up ghastly images. Now 
in Vietnam we hav e lost 40,000 dead ov er 
a span of four to six y ears. But in World 
War I we lost nearly all our 112,000 dead 
and our huge roster of wounded between 
May 28 and Nov . 11, 19 18 . Despite our 
1917 entry , we had no serious combat be­ 
fore mid-19 18 . 


One last ex ample among many pos­ 
sible: No network man blinked at the 
gross imbalance when, months ago, a 
scientist on a “ news” show blandly equ­ 
ated CS, a minor “ harassing agent” like 
tear gas, with lewisite, a poison gas so 
deadly it was nev er used in .World .War 
I’s gas warfare.

Much has been wTitten about the div i- 
?nds that will accrue to mankind from 
jace ex ploration. 
Ap ollo 11 brought back more questions 
x mt the moon than it did answers, but 
rientists hope that Apollo 12 and other 
igh ts in the series will unrav el the se- 
et of the moon’s origin and in turn that 
th e earth , the solar sy stem and the 
niv erse itself. And a clue to beginnings 
also a clu e to endings. 
Th ere may be entirely difierent min- 
als on o th er planets, ex otic chemical 
rocesses, ev en — it is still hoped — 
len life fo rms on Mars. Then there is 
le “sp in-off” of space technology on 
arth , wh ich h as alread y 
brought inno- 
ations in ev ery thing from cooking ware 
i med icine. 
All of th ese, howev er, are in the rela- 
v ely short run. The most profound con- 
‘q u ences of sp ace trav el will be in the 
>y chological realm, and they will come 
u ch mo re slowly 
and subtly . 
One thing that will be forcefully im- 
'essed upon man is the v astness of 
>ace and the immensities ov er which he 
is no control, say s J oseph F. Doland, 
rofessor of astronomy at Case Western 
eserv e Univ ersity in Clev eland. 
'Man will realize,” he say s, “ that he 
u st Liv e in the univ erse as part of it 
ither than master and lord of it.” 
He will also realize, say s the astron- 
ner, that .wistful hopes of making con-

tact with some superwise race some­ 
where else in the univ erse are sure to 
be frustrated. 


“ As far as solv ing the problems we’v e 
created ourselv es is concerned, it’s time 
we realize that we’re really alone.” 


Neil Armstrong’s “ giant step for man­ 
kind” has been called an actual step in 
human ev olution. Wernher v on Braun 
has likened it to the crawling of the first 
amphibian out of the sea onto the land. 


This is not just poetic ex aggeration« 
The step into sp ace may prov e — eons 
from now — to hav e been as significant 
as the dev elopment of upright posture, 
which freed the hands to dev elop their 
v ersatility , which forced the dev elopment 
of the brain. No one can predict what 
changes man’s new “ hands,” the com­ 
puter, may bring about in brains chal­ 
lenged by wholly new env ironments. 


But paradox ically , along with a new 
sense of humility and loneliness, the most 
profound effect of all from space trav el 
may be the birth — or rebirth — of op­ 
timism. Man can, within the limits of 
the laws of nature, do just about any ­ 
thing he sets his mind to — including 
getting along with himself.

If th e v oters believ e th at th ey 
h av e not d one th eir job, many 
seats will ch ange h and s.

By a curious mix ture erf atti­ 
tudes and ev ents, what may 
prov e to be the most impor­ 
tant American foreign policy 
document in the last two dec­ 
ades is being widely treated 
in this nation almost as if it 
did not ex ist. 
THE DOCUMENT is a 17- 
page transcript of President 
Nix on’s special news confer­ 
ence on Guam J uly 2 5 as he 
opened his trip to Asia and 
Europe.

3 Vietnam sp eech d ev ot­ 
ed some 35 lines to a restate­ 
ment of h is “d o ctrine,” th ey 
were almost totally lost in th e 
clamorou s d issection of h is 
wo rd s on Vietnam alone. 
TODAY, WHILE th e p u blic’s 
ey es and ears are largely at­ 
tend ant to th e rep ercu ssio ns 
of Vice Presid ent Agnew’s as­ 
sau lt u p on th e electro nic and 
o th er news med ia (th e latter 
in 
a 
magazine 
interv iew), 
only a few o bserv ers in th is 
cap ital are try ing to gau ge 
th e p otentially immense mag­ 
nitu d e of th e ch ange th e Pres­ 
id ent forecast at Gu am. 
AS 
DIRECTED 
to 
Asia, 
wh ere h e th en was abou t to 
tou ch d own at sev eral p oints, 
Nix on was necessarily fairly 
sp ecific

wo begin th e h oliday sea­ 
son th is week we th ink of get­ 
ting togeth er with family and 
tnends for th at Th anksgiving 
dinner. If y ou follow tradition, 
y ou will lie serving turkey with 
ell th e trimmings. 
Wh en y ou are selecting th e 
turkey for y our Th anksgiving 
dinner select a double bargain 
by purch asing a big turkey . Th e 
larger birds usually sell for a 
few cents less per pound 
and 
h ave a 
larger proportion of 
m eat to bone. 
Turkey s on th e market today 
ere 
meatier, 
more 
tender, 
Available in more size varieties, 
and cook in k-ss time th an th e 
Turkey s y our grandmoth er used 
to serve, due to th e more mod­ 
em way s of raising and process­ 
ing th e birds. 
Buy turkey according to y our 
nerving needs. 
For wh ole birds 
weigh ing less th an 12 pounds, 
How one pound of turkey per 
person. Wh en buy ing a medium 
or h eavy bird (12 pounds or 
over) allow- 
pound per per­ 
son. For boneless rolls, allow 
pound for each person. 
Select a turkey th at is plump 
end h as a broad breast, indicat­ 
ing an ample supply of wh ite 
m eat. Th e bird sh ould be com­ 
pact, h ave smooth -tex tured skin 
and be 
free from discoloration 
and bruises. 
About 90 per cent of all wh ole 
turkey s are sold “fresh frozen” 
— 
frozen 
immediately 
after 
procesing and ch illing. Freez­ 
ing prolongs th e fresh ness and 
decreases h andling costs. Th e 
recommended way s to th aw a 
frozen bird are in th e refrigera­ 
tor wh ich takes one to th ree 
day s, 
or 
by 
immersing 
th e 
moisture-tigh t original w rap in 
cold w ater wh ich takes th ree 
to six h ours. IT SHOULD BE 
COOKED IMMEDIATELY after 
th awing and not refrozen. 
Ch eck th e wrapping around 
frozen birds or rolls to be sure 
th at it is intact. Broken w rap­ 
pings let in air and lower th e 
quality of th e meat. 
More reecntly we h ave been 
advising tempering th e turkey 
th e 
day 
before 
it is 
cooked. 
Tempering cuts down th e roast­ 
ing time. Th is is accomplish ed 
by placing th e frozen turkey 
vtill in th e unopened w rapper 
In a brown paper bag. Th e end 
of th e bag is closed and th e 
turkey is left at room tem pera­ 
ture. Th en th e turkey is re­ 
moved from th e paper bag and 
returned to th e refrigerator for 
16 to 18 h ours. Roasting time 
will vary with th e sh ape and 
tenderness of individual birds. 
For best results, use a m eat 
th ermometer. A turkey is done 
wh en th e roast meat th ermome­ 
ter registers 18 5. or for a 12 
pound bird—3 ^ h ours; a 20-24 
pound bird—412-5)4 h ours in a 
slow- 
oven—325, F. 
Individual 
preferences 
differ for 
turkey 
tex ture and 
moistness, 
just as 
th ey do with our red meats. 
For th ose wh o prefer turkey s 
more well done, cook approx i­ 
mately 30 minutes longer. 
Equipment Needed 
Often th e new cook will h ave 
a quesiion in mind about th e 
n ef‘d for special cookery equip­ 
ment wh en roasting a turkey . 
Fortunately , roasting a turkey 
is simple and only very basic 
equipment is needed, just a pan 
and a rack. Th e pan sh ould 
h ave sides no more th an 
2*A 
inch es h igh and sh ould be large 
enough t to allow circulation of 
h eat around th e turkey . A trivet 
or rack to h old th e bird out 
of th e juices is important to. 
You do not need a cover to 
roast a turkey . 
W h en Turkey is Done 
A roasting sch edule 
usually 
comes with th e frozen turkey 
but anoth er dependable test is 
to cover th e th umb and forefin­ 
ger with a clean cloth or paper 
towel 
and 
pinch 
th e 
th ickest 
portion of th e drumstick. Th e 
meat will feel soft if turkey is 
done. 
Now for Leftov ers 
Since a big bird is purch ased 
to save money , care and stor­ 
age of leftovers after th e meal 
ure very important. Slices or

Last week th e results of th e 
Ash ton Bank Com 
and Soy bean 
Production 
Contest 
were 
an­ 
nounced. 
Ed Wagner is now th e 
man to beat, it seems, after 
walking off with 
th e top y ield 
in both corn and soy beans and 
also th e profit-per-acre category 
in beans. 
Th e Ash ton Bank deserves a 
lot of credit for making th is 
contest possible. It is a real 
ey e-opener for th e skeptics wh o 
try to “get by ” by taking sh ort 
cuts in crop production. 
Let’s take a good look at 
some of th e figures th at Dave 
Em m ert 
h as 
compiled 
about 
th is contest. Th e average profit 
per acre to th e 
combine was 
$50.27 
compared 
to 
th e 
top 
$8 1.53 turned in by Gertis F ri­ 
day . Th e range was all th e way - 
down to $17.48 on a y ield of 
96 bush els per acre. An interest­ 
ing point h ere is th at th is field 
also recorded th e least costs per 
acre, $8 0.70. In comparison, th e 
h igh est cost per acre was on 
a field th at y ielded 154 bush els 
and still made a $32-per-acre 
profit. 
Over in th e bean department 
th ere were also some interest­ 
ing surprises. Th e costs per 
acre 
sh owed 
a much -narrower 
range, from a low of $8 1 to 
a h igh of $102. Wagner’s field 
h ad a y ield of 62 bush els from 
Amsoy , on corn ground, with 
no fertilizer, 
and 
still sh owred 
a cost of $8 8 with a profit of 
$52 per acre. Th e second-place 
field also received no direct fer­ 
tilizer, but used th e carry over 
from corn ground. 
Don Kenney did use 200 lbs. 
of 0-22-20 to put h is field of 
Corsoy s into th ird place with 
a 55-bush el y ield. 
All of th e farmers in th e bean 
contest 
used 
h erbicides 
a nd 
most of th em cultivated too. 
Dave Em m ert 
pointed 
out 
th at th e average profit per acre 
for all of th e bean fields was 
$25.33. 
wh ich was $24.94 less 
th an th e corn fields. 
Th is may warrant some con­ 
sideration 
in looking 
at beans 
as a comparable cash crop. 
All in all, contests like th ese 
make us more aware of th e 
h ard facts of business as related 
to farming. If it won’t work out 
on paper, it usually won’t work 
out in th e field eith er. 
If 
y our 
farming 
operation 
needs seme additonal profit or 
some enterprises don't seem to 
net y ou enough , 
may be y ou 
sh ould look at y our records. A 
good farm record sy stem is th e 
h eart of a strong farm business.

Th ere is no closed season on 
firearm accidents, say s O. L. 
Hogsett, University of Illinois 
Ex tension safety specialist. 
Twenty per cent of Illinois’ 
firearm accidents occur during 
th e h unting season. Th e oth er 
80 per cent h appen during th e 
rest of th e y ear. 
Th rough August of th is y ear, 
Hogsett notes, th ere were 157 
firearm accidents in th e state. 
Forty -one were fatal. Last y ear, 
from August th rough December, 
th ere were 115 gun accidents, 
j Twenty -four of th ese were fatal. 
Help keep th e numbers down 
'th is fall — and keep y ourself 
j alive — by following th ese safe 
• h unting tips. 
—Wear a brigh t orange h at 
land vest wh ich oth er h unters 
can easily see. 
—Wh en 
crossing

alone, unload y our gun and lay

Marijuana may be “pot” to 
some, but, to Illinois farmers, 
it’s noth ing more th an th e new­ 
est addition to th e list of nox ­ 
ious weeds. 
Ogle County Ex tension Advis­ 
er Stanley R. Eden reports th at 
marijuana grows in nearly two- 
th irds of th e state. 
Eden say s th at during World 
War II, th e stem of th e mari­ 
juana plant — also called h emp 
— was a source of material 
used to make rope and cord. 
In 1942, only 600 acres of 
h emp grew in Illinois. But in 
1943, th e acreage soared to 43,- 
900. 
A sh arp acreage decrease fol­ 
lowed in 1944. and in 1945 little, 
if any , h emp was grown in Illi­ 
nois. 
Th e h erbicide 2,4-D provides 
ex cellent 
m arijuana 
control, 
Eden reports, especially if ap­ 
plied to th e plants in th e spring 
wh en th ey are 6 to 10 inch es 
tall. 
Th e State Department of Ag­ 
riculture 
is 
seeking 
support 
from county boards of supervis­ 
ors and commissioners to con­ 
trol th e weed. 
All Illinois counties are being 
asked to consider a weed-con- 
trol program nex t y ear, espe­ 
cially for marijuana.

What is the best rem­ 
edy ? Is there any fo undatio n 
dev o ted to the study o f this dis­ 
ease? 
A—There are sev eral ty pes o f 
leukemia. The o nset may be 
sudden o r 
gradual. 
Co mmo n 
sy mpto ms 
include 
weakness, 
pallo r, sho rtness o f breath and 
fev er. Other sy mpto ms wo uld 
depend o n the part o f the bo dy 
inv o lv ed. In making the diagno ­ 
sis chief reliance is placed o n 


the great increase in certain 
ty pes o f white blo o d cells. 


Altho ugh there is no cure, 
mo re than a do zen new drugs 
hav e been fo und to benefit the 
v ictims. Often they are used in 
co mbinatio n and the best co m-< 
binatio n in a giv en case must 
be fo und by clinical trial.

Q—Is it safe to rent a fur­ 
nished apartment that was fro - 
merly o ccupied by a perso n who 
had leukemia?

A-—Despite the fact that leu­ 
kemia appears to be a v irus 
disease, it is no t readily passed 
fro m perso n to perso n. Thus it 
is v ery rare fo r two members

usually do es when mo v ing is 
necessary . 
, Q—Ho w do es o ne get lice? 
What do they lo o k like? So me­ 
times I feel so mething crawling 
all o v er me but I can’t find 
any thing. Co uld that be lice? 
A—The three ty pes — Bo dy , 
head and pubic lice — neither 
fly no r jump but they do get 
aro und. With no sense o f lo y alty 
o r gratitude, they will leav e o ne 


h u man h o st to liv e srlth an o th er. 
Bo dy lice liv e o n the clo thing 
rather than o n the skin and take 
time o ut abo ut twice a day to 
bite the ho st. They are pale 
gray and abo ut %-inch lo ng. 
Head lice attach indiv idual 
eggs to hairs. They can be re­ 
mo v ed with a v inegar shampo o 
fo llo wed by the use o f a fine 
to o th co mb. A pubic lo use is 
o nly l-25th-inch lo ng, square in 
shape and beco mes firmly at* 
taehed to a pubic hair. It is 
bro wnish in co lo r. 
The feeling that so mething is 
craw ling y o ur skin, ho wev er, is 
no t characteristic o f lo use infes­ 
tatio n but rather o f nerv o us ten­ 
sio n.
